The first declares that the 
Americans opened the fight and calls 
upon the Filipino congress to suspend 
the constitution. The second aays: 
"We fought ancient oppressors with' 
out arms. We now trust to God to 
defend us against the foreign foe."

Peace Treaty Ratification by Spain

WASHINGTON, February 7.—The 


authorities of the state and war de- 
partment ware iti consultation today 
on the legal status of General Otis in 
view of the protocol which binds 
American forces to maintain tbe status 
quo m the Philippines until after the 
ratification of the treaty of peace by 
Spain and the United States. The

cans are still bound by the protocol, 
there is nothing in the document to 
prevent the

is, in fact, compelled by tho terms of 
the protocol to do so. Iu carrying one 
this obligation he is not counuud to 
Manila or any other region, but may 
extend his lines wherever necessary to 
preserve order uiid prevent the reas- 
sembling and further preparations of 
any persons who hare violated the 
peace agreement or who are preparing 
to rto EO again.

SPAIN'S HATRED 


Shown In Hurried expression* at 


Madrid-Too Lite.

MADRID, February 7.-The Im- 


parcial says: 


"The attack on Manila was the 


judgment of God upon the Americans, 
who, after despoiling Spain, are be- 
ginning to feel the consequences. If 
only the Spanish prisoners had beon 
released we should regard the affair 
with complete indifference. 


'"The insurgents number 80,000 


men, of whom 7000 are armed with 
Mansers and 
Remingtons, 
struggle the Americans will bo driven 
out of the Philippine Islands.'' 


The newspapers here publish an 


interview with a minister, who de- 
clared that the Philippines are "going 
to cost the Americans dear, as the 
Filipinos are not BO susceptible to 
bribes as the Cubans." 


The minister is quoted as adding 


"The Americans will repulse any at 
tack on Manila, but such a victory 
will be of no advantage to the United 
States, for the insurgents, embittered 
by defeat, will be less disposed to 
make ail arrangement, and the struggle 
will go on in the Hinterland, which 
will be very unfavorable to the Ameri 
cans, who are absolutely incapable oi 
mountain warfare. The situation o: 
the Americans is very critical. They 
will be compelled to grant indepen 
dence to the Filipinos in spite of the 
fact that they will thereby bring upon 
themselves the world's ridicule." 


The minister also expressed the be- 


lief that the rupture at Manila would 
influence the United States, "because 
the anti-anuexationisto will 
point 


oat that the annexation of the Philip 
pine Islands will demand enormous 
and uncalled-for sacrifices of men and 
money." 


Continuing 
the minister 
said: 


"The rebels, therefore, hare shown 
cleverness in choosing the eve of the 
ratification of the treaty for an out 
break. It is very regrettable that the 
opaning of hostilities will necessarily 
aggravate the situation of the Span- 
iards in the Philippines."'

OEFEGTIVE FLUE THE CAUSE 


Insurance on the House but None on 


the Content*—Some Furni- 
ture waa Saved by Fire-

The residence of Mrs. Effie R. Ken 


nedy at 885 West Leafiand avenue, was 
almost entirely destroyed by fire thi: 
morning. The house is practically i 
wreck and a portion of the householi 
goods were lost 


The fire was discovered about 


o'clock this morning and was then 
confined to the upper part of the resi 
deuce. It is supposed that the blaze 
started 
from 
a 
defective flue 


Au alarm was at oiico turned in over 
the telephone, but through some mis 
take the firemen at the West Main 
street house were told that the fire 
was on East Leafland avenue insteac 
of West Leafland. The former stree 
being ont of their district they did no 
respond at once. The hook and ladder 
from the Morgan street house waa 
taken out and a second alarm was seni 
in to the West Main street house. 
The fire had a good start before it was 
discovered and the delay made i 
worse. 
When the firemen arrived 


they had a hard tight and the house 
was gutted. The second story was 
burned off and the lower floor badly 
damaged. 


The patrol wagon with several offi- 


cers was sent ont and assisted in re- 
moving the furniture from the house. 
Mrs. Kennedy succeeded in saving 
a portion of bur household goods bnl 
some of the most valuable was dam- 
aged, The contents of the house wero 
not insured and the loss will be about 
tOOO. The loss on the house will prob- 
ably not be over flOOO and is fully 
covered by insurance. The residence 
was a modern frame house of nine 
rooms and two stories high. The fire- 
men worked until about 11 o'clock be- 
fore the fire was entirely extinguished. 


The residence of Thomas Nichols, 


just oast of the Kennedy house, was 
damaged. A portion of the roof was 
burucd off bat the flumes were checked 
before they had spread aiiy farther. 
Tho Prater residence was also dam 
aged to tbe extent of about $30.

jury was nothing serious. Mrs. Ken- 
nedy this afternoon went to the resi.

Most of the Filipinoi were 
killed in the engagement of Saturday 
night, which began at 8 JO at the Br- 
ing of a signal gun, ai already cabled. 


The firing Sunday forenoon was of 


a desultory nature most of the time, 
although at one time it appeared as 
though the Filipinoi were about to 
make another determined stand, 


Two to One. 


In the engagement there were In- 


volved 33,000 men, of which number 
13,000 were American! and 30,000 
natives. Although the low to the 
Filipinos was heavy, there was •at- 
tained by the American force* • loaf 
of 60 killed and at least 160 wounded. 
Of the latter there are many whose 
injuries are not of a serious Mature 


Dewey'fl Orders. 


The greatest damage to the insur- 


gent ranks was done Sunday after. 
uooa, when upon orders of Bear Ad- 
miral Dewey, the Charleston and the 
Honadnock began to pour shells into 
the insurgent trenches at Malate, 
which is a suburb of Manila, and 
which was a strategic point of the 
Spaniards during the recent hostilities 
with that country. It was while the 
Uth infantry was pressing the insur- 
gents back that the American war- 
ships began to hurl their shells and 
the devastation which resulted in the 
ranks of the natives was •IT*'11";, a* 
wa shown by the heaps of dead which 
were gathered from the trenches. Of 
the dead already many have been 
buried. Hundreds of wounded natives 
ore crowding the hospitals, and many 
of them will die from their wounds. 
Thoy ara receiving every attention 
josuible from the American physician*, 


Driven Into the River. 


The most dramatic part of the en- 


gagement was when the insurgents, 
panic stricken by the relentless fire 
which was being poured in upon them, 
dashed for the nver and wen drowned 
u the waters of the Paslg. There wa* 
absolutely no escape for them, as the 
American troops commanded the rivet 
ront and the Lognna, a gunboat, 
which was captured from the Spanish, 
:hrew shells into the rice fields, in 
which many of the Filipinos had 
sought shelter.

The preat black beetle -like cockroac 


Is not BO troublesome or so common a 
tho water bug, but it is more difficu' 
to get rid of. In some • houses Tther 
this Insect has located itself in th 
sand used under the foundation of th 
house it is extremely difficult to driv 
It away. The range and the entire fire 
place of the kitchen are sometimes re 
moved to get rid of it. In such a c; 
the sand under the range is filled wit 
lime, and th« "nests" tbn» destroyed 
This insect U nocturnal, and is seldom 
seen except at night. A thorough scald- 
ing of the premis«s of tha kitchen will 
destroy the water bug and do more 
than, anything else can to drive the 
big cockroach an ay. If you have a sup- 
ply of hot water in & set boiler, screw 
a hose on the- faucet connected with it, 
Remove all articles that will be injured 
by boiling water from the kitchen and 
clean out all the pantries in tbe vicinity 
of the kitchen which the cockroaches 
haunt. Where the shelves can be re- 
moved, remove them and scrub them 
well. Darken the kitchen while the wa- 
ter is heating in the boiler. \Vaituntil 
ten o'clock or even 11 o'clock, when 
the great cockroach usually appears In 
force, if he appears at all, in the kitchen, 
Turn on the light suddenly and apply 
the hot water from the nozzle of the 
hose. Scald out all cracks and cran- 
nies—every spot that can be reached 
in the premises. You will find number- 
less members of the tlain foe. Sweep 
them up, drain off the water and burn 
them in the range. Wipe up the floor 
and wipe off the woodwork. Uepeatthis 
work after three days, and in three days 
more repeat it again. After this wipe 
out every corner and ever} where on the 
w oodwork and behind itwhere it can be 
reached. When the wood is perfectly 
dry, scatter around strong, pure borax, 
In the powder, fre-ely. Cover the strives 
In the pantries with borax and put on 
the paper, but leave the borax exposed 
to the air on the edge of the wainscot* 
Ing and elsewhere in the kitchen, where 
It should be used. The water bug cm 
be driven away and kept away perma- 
nently by these measures, and not by 
any milder ones.
